We received copies of LAC DPH’s report for its inspection of the exterior of CHE and the 6th Floor of CHE. 
Their report is attached. 

The reports are as we expected. LAC DPH found no evidence of a rodent infestation or rodent activity on the 
6th Floor of CHE. There is no re-inspection planned. LAC DPH did find evidence of active rodent burrows and 
runways in several areas around CHE. They attached a map of the active areas to their inspection report. LAC 
DPH has scheduled a re-inspection of the exterior of CHE on February 28. I am working to get a specific time 
for the re-inspection. We will make sure we’re present for that. 

LAC DPH’s recommendations are as follows, all of which we are actively pursuing with GSD, RAP, BSS, 
LASAN, and Cats USA: 

1. Trim back all overgrown vegetation in all planters. 

2. Knock down/collapse all active burrows in all planters. 

3. Remove all trash and dead vegetation from planters and eliminate rodent harborage conditions. 

4. Remove all fruit bearing bushes from all planters and eliminate other food sources, such as food debris 
and trash. 5. Provide an effective rodent control program to include the following: 

1. Place bait station program in all active planters to control rodent activities. 

2. Provide map and log for the bait station program. 

3. Number all bait station as indicated in the bait station map.

Hi Dan, 


We are again seeking your help in containing the expanding encampment on Tamarind Avenue. It started 
with one little tent last week and now has grown to 5 tents and some of them directly across our front gate 
and building. Yesterday, our electricity box was broken into (see attached photo) with the occupants of the 
big tent across our building as the main suspects. I didn't have the time to sit and review the camera for that 
day which I believe would not matter anyway if I attached a snapshot of the person who vandalized it. The 
point is, we are under siege and we are helpless and defenseless against the homeless population creeping 
into the little space we call our front yard. As I mentioned in my earlier email, bad things happen whenever 
these transients are camped out close to our building. And that is just the immediate threat we are facing. 
With the news of typhus scare affecting city hall employees, it made us realize that some of the building 
residents next to the encampment on Carlos Avenue and Tamarind Avenue may already be suffering from the 
disease without knowing it. I have recently received complaints from two residents of the presence of mice in 
their units. I have attached photos of dead rat/mouse to prove my case. This has never happened before and 
for the first time I had requested our pest control company for treatment and traps. Even roaches that can be 
seen crawling in and around our building are carriers of deadly diseases. These transients don't have toilets 
and trash bins and because no one is regulating the disposal of their waste they discard them in the most 
unhealthy way.The cul-de-sac area where the planters are located is probably serving as their toilet now - 
who's to stop them. 
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So please, we are appealing to you and everyone out there who can help us. We will only feel safer if 
Tamarind Avenue remains tent free. Now that the rains have stopped, we hope you can do something to 
prevent it from getting worse than it already is.

We've had personnel go to this location on at least four different occasions since 
Sunday. Monday was the only time there was a person there. The Senior Lead for the area 
made contact and is working on that. SLO Smith is following up with that homeless woman 
today. But, most of the problem is related to unattended grocery carts full of stuff, blankets 
and other items. 

Sgt. Case advised me that they were off yesterday and that Sanitation has Rapid Response only 
doing spot cleaning this week and that clean up will happen Wednesday. 

I've talked to the SLO and he is going to continue to keep very consistent tabs on what is 
happening there and addressing through what he can do and the use of HOPE. 

Finally, the HOPE team has visited the location every week at the direction of Deputy Chief 
Pitcher in order to check for activity and take all enforcement and informal means necessary to 
address the problem.

We are working at engaging every resource that will partner with us to 
alleviate the problem. We just met Tuesday with regional managers from LA County Dept of 
Mental Health, The Los Angles Housing Services Authority, LA Family Housing and The San 
Fernando Valley Community Mental Health Center. We developed a communications protocol 
to ensure faster response from those entities into North Hollywood to give us the best chance 
of getting people off the street.

Following up on homeless encampment at 4500 block of Laurel Cyn near Campbell Hall under 
her 101 freeway on the west side of Laurel Cyn. This is the same homeless encampment that I 
reported last month and took about 2 weeks to get cleaned up and is already back with the 
same folks growing in size each day as they set up "home" again. Like graffiti this is not a "one 
and done" your department has to be vigilant and committed to this issue and recognize the 
community decay and crime it helps drive. We have cleaned up over 100,000 incidents of 
graffiti in the area over the past 30 years because we are vigilant. As a result we have kept the 
area relatively cleaner than most but it takes considerable effort. We are doing our best to get 
the community out to Chief Moore's Town Hall with Krekorian and hope this will be an issue 
that is brought up. 

In the meantime please get the area cleaned up and stay vigilant do your best to advise these 
folks the area residents will not permit it and will keep reporting these encampments big and 
small. Chief Moore asked for a plan in response to my original December Email is there one? I 
don’t think officers can simply ignore these sites when they drive by them daily. It seems if we 
don’t report them nothing gets done. Another encampment at 11400 Riverside Dr under the 
170 freeway is an area that students have to walk going to the various schools. Area 
stakeholders like myself refuse to give up and do nothing. 

Don, FYI I followed up with retail management and leadership at Sephora (Gregg Ardizone) and 
Urban outfitter (Trish Donnelly) they are willing to try and do their part to help the community 
concerns as they need community support for their operations. However, they wont have 
their employees go to court on company time or put them in harms way. What exactly can 
they do to help?

Once again we are absolutely furious after yet another fruitless conversation 
with Matthew over at former Councilman Jose Huizar's office regarding the 
"Clover St. Meth Village". As usual our concerns and frustrations are met with 
pat answers such as, "We will look into that" or "We will follow up on that" or 

"We are working on a solution" or "We are waiting to hear back from_", (fill 

in the blank with the name of any other ineffectual or worse yet, disempowered 
city department that is slowly kicking the political hot potato up or down the 
hall). 

After OVER A YEAR OF CALLS AND EMAILS, we still haven't received any real help 
from the city that address actually stopping this problem on our street. There 
has been little progress AND NO LASTING RESULTS! 


The RV encampment is still here. Piles of rotting garbage, tarps and tents are still 
blocking public access on the sidewalks. 
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More piles of human shit daily and a pervasive stench of urine. More needles. 
More drug deals. More screaming. More violence and fighting, (now with pipes, 
2x4's, machetes, chains etc). 

More trespassing. More theft from our property and our tenant's cars. More 
people complaining. More 911 calls. 

Now the power poles have been illegally tapped to distribute stolen power to 
the RV's and tents via a cobbled web of extension cords crossing the street 
and/or laying in water. What water isn't coming from the rain, is a result of the 
runoff from the fire hydrant that has been opened up to create a water manifold 
of garden hoses via a soda bottle jammed into it. We call LAFD Station 1 to come 
over and recap the fire hydrant so often now that they know us by name. 

And even though we have purchased a motorized gate with a timer and a 
security key code entry, installed video survailence cameras everywhere, put up 
official LAMC no trespassing signs, and doubled our outdoor lighting, it's not 
enough. The crazy meth heads living on our sidewalk still continue to trespass 
on our property, even so far as coming up the stairs into our offices and 
screaming at us. We are losing businesses because people are afraid to be here. 

WHAT CAN BE DONE?? 

We have been asking for no parking signs, specifically, "no parking from 2-6am 
signs" for over a year now! That's it, parking signs!!!! 

LAPD has written two letters to this effect on our behalf. The last one was hand 
delivered to Mathew by Senior Lead Officer Perez months ago. The HOPE unit in 
an act of ultimate futility comes to disperse this mess every few weeks, and 
essentially act as room service, only to watch it all come back within hours 
because there are no signs enabling them to enforce the already existing city 
code LAMC 85.02 that prevents vehicle dwelling on our street. 

When we ask Mathew if anyone over at the city other than Police and Fire are 
actually doing their jobs, we get canned answers meant to appease and deflect. 

Matthew, just now, said they: "have to do another study".

Hey Lt, 

I received some troubling information from a Acting SLO, and a Patrol Officer about Carlos / Tamarind, & 
Schrader Zone. They were told that the preschool located on 1781 La Baig has been having problems with 
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the homeless. Parents are afraid to walk their children to and from school due to copious amounts of urine, 
feces, drug paraphernalia, and person's lying on the sidewalk throughout the day. I was informed by the 
Acting SLO that the school has now lost funding due to decreased enrollment caused by the 
homeless. The homeless are congregating near the Kindergarten Facility and have grown 
exponentially. Trash and debris are now in the street and the citizens are begging for help. 

In addition we have Selma Ave between Cherokee Av & Schrader Bl (Schrader Zone). There is currently 3 
schools in a one block radius from the Bridge Home. The Acting SLO informed me that some of the parents 
from the Elementary schools no longer utilize the sidewalks as much, due to being afraid of the 
homeless. There are a few encampments just east and west of Selma Elementary. There are several 
homeless individuals who occupy Selma Park on a daily basis from sunset to sunrise. Parents and Children 
no longer utilize the park due to bulky items and hazards such as; urine, feces, and drug 
paraphernalia currently on the playground.

I enjoyed speaking with you at the Homeless Count orientation last night. Here is a recap of the 
Ballona Creek issue that we discussed:

residents along the bike path (mainly the 


Ballona Neighborhood Watch, about 250 homes between the bike path and Braddock Drive, 
west of Centinela) began meeting to talk about the problems created by the homeless living 
along Ballona Creek and in the Ballona Wetlands Ecological Reserve. The first step was to 
clean out the encampment under the Centinela Avenue bridge. Senior Lead Officer Javier 
Ramirez worked with other agencies, posted notices and completed the cleanout on October 1, 
2017. John Lindsay and Sharon Blunk have organized meetings about once a month since then, 
and now they have a list of contacts at almost two dozen Federal, State, County, City and joint 
powers authorities that are involved with Ballona Creek. The next meeting probably will be on 
Tuesday, February 5, at 7:30 a.m. at the McConnell Avenue entrance to the bike path. LAHSA 
usually sends at least one representative, and their team is in Del Rey about twice a 
week. Caltrans did an extensive (at least five working days) cleanout along the 90 freeway 
between Mesmer Avenue and Inglewood Blvd., and they continue to work on different sections 
of the 90 freeway. California Department of Fish and Wildlife would like to remove the 
homeless from the Ballona Creek Ecological Reserve, but at least one worker was stuck by a 
needle left in the detritus of a camp, so they have had to dial back their efforts. In our view, the 
state wetlands “restoration” money should be available to help keep the reserve lands clean, but 
the money may be shifted to other projects while the Ballona draft environmental impact report 
is still pending (four years and counting...). 

As I mentioned to you, fire is a huge concern. I live one block from you, and we have had five 
fires in two years on the embankments of the 90 freeway at Inglewood Blvd. where it crosses 
Centinela Creek. There have been at least two major fires near the 90 Freeway offramp at 
Culver Blvd. as well, and we have been told to call 911 if we see any fires in homeless 
encampments. Unfortunately, when fires are seen, one must be able to give a street address to 
the Fire Department dispatchers, and unlike Culver City, we do not have street addresses marked 
on the bike path. The Neighborhood Watch group has seen at least two instances of a fire truck 
driving up and down, looking for a location along Ballona Creek. In one case, the LAFD 
battalion chief was standing with the group when it happened. We have been trying for two 
years to get location markers on the Ballona Creek Bike Path. Matt Suska, who was the Bicycle 
Path Coordinator for the County Department of Public Works, attended one of the meetings 
where that was discussed, but I just saw that he changed jobs and now works for the mayor. 

The Los Angeles Police Department does most of the law enforcement along the bike path, but 
we have been told that the new Chief of Police wants to disband many of the special units so 
more officers can be out on patrol. We want to keep the “Parole and Compliance Unit” because 
they are the ones who check to see if there are warrants out when homeless encampments are 
cleaned out. The homeless have been getting more aggressive, and our police officers are 
frustrated because they are spending 60 - 70% of their time on homeless issues. Frankly, the 
residents do not understand why the homeless are allowed to cut fences and stay on public 
property that is clearly marked “No Trespassing.” 

To give you an idea of the jurisdictional problems along Ballona Creek, I attach three maps that 
we received this month from the L.A. County Department of Public Works. The “Private 
Property” on Milton Street at Centinela Avenue is now the Milton Street Park, which is owned 
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by the Baldwin Hills Recreation and Conservation Authority, maintained by the Mountains 
Recreation and Conservation Authority and patrolled by the LAPD. Although the park has been 
“open” since February 6, 2016, it never got a permanent certificate of occupancy. Originally, 
Anny Corps of Engineers said there could be no trees in the park because they might damage the 
levee, but then MRCA planted 18 sycamore trees that were not on the plans, and the issue of 
levee safety still has not been addressed. 


This is probably more infonnation than you wanted, but it explains why dealing with the 
homeless along the creeks is so challenging.

Thank you for your quick response and attention. I’m closing in on 10 years of my business and for the 
whole tenure of my company I’ve been proud to make all of my jewlery in the DTLA jewelry district. 
But the number of violent transients has reach a point where I feel afraid for myself and my staff to walk 
the district to conduct our business safely. I’d love to meet with you and a fellow jewelry designer Maya 
Brenner so we can explain to you what we’ve encountered and witnessed (as a point of fact Maya 
recently participated in the Mayor’s LA original campaign https://laoriginal.com/pages/mava- 
brenner) . Both of us have had our work impacted by the violence. Both of us have some frightening 
things we’ve experienced and feel afraid and impotent and frustrated. She had to close her office after 
one of her employees was assaulted for the second time by the same man during the week before 
Christmas (a difficult thing for a jewlery business) and she received very little support from the LAPD. I 
saw a woman being assaulted by the man who was later caught on tape being pushed under the truck (I 
was literally telling the LAPD to go apprehend him when the man was being pushed under the truck but 
the cop had no sense of urgency). I came to find out my door man had been calling the LAPD about this 
man for 3 months and no one ever came out to investigate. Both of our staffs are shoved, spit upon, 
yelled at, and harassed daily. After talking to a few LAPD detectives, they all seem to say that they are 
underwater and they don’t see an end in sight without some top down assistance. Things have reached a 
boiling point and LA is under siege. They say that a large part of the violence is from out of state violent 
transients who have been given one way bus tickets to CA. One of them recommended I hire armed 
security which I feel I shouldn’t have to do just to have my staff walk the 3 blocks down Hill St to run 
our errands. 


I’d very much appreciate if you could make some time to come to my office and walk around the 
neighborhood so you can witness what we are talking about and help us find a solution. 

I currently live in the Bay Area but commute to LA a few times a month. I have availability on the 
following days : 1/10 before noon, 1/16, 1/17. Let me know if any of those days work for you. My 
address is below.

For the past 13 months Measure H funded outreach teams have conducted outreach at the 
various encampments along the Corridor, the most impacted and populated location is the 
Nadeau St. encampment. In addition to the engagement by the outreach teams the LASD 
Homeless Outreach Services Team (HOST) has also engaged our homeless neighbors living at 
said encampments, the HOST has mostly focused on Nadeau. 
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The teams have had a lot of success over the 13 months connecting folks to services, benefits, 
shelter, housing, family reunification, etc. Four of the 5 encampments (see map attached to 
Board report) no longer exist, however the Nadeau location continues to be inhabited. Most of 
the original dwellers at Nadeau are no longer living at the location, but a new group of 
inhabitants are now at the location. In November, I presented to the ACTA Board infonning 
them of what’s been accomplished to date and I submitted a recommendation to allow for more 
intensive engagement for another 6 to 8 weeks at the Nadeau site, which the Board agreed to. 


It is not the practice of Measure H funded teams to “shuffle” our homeless neighbors from one 
location to another, but instead to work with them where they are. That said, because of the 
dangerous circumstances at Nadeau given the proximity to the railroad tracks it was recently 
decided that the Nadeau site must be closed. A clean up at the Nadeau site is scheduled for 
January 7 th and at that time the ACTA will begin erecting a fence that cannot be breached to 
permanently close the site. I received a report yesterday infonning me that there are 20 people 
at the Nadeau site remaining and the hope is that those individuals will accept services/shelter 
prior to January 7 th . The plan is for intensive outreach and engagement to continue through 
January 7 th and outreach teams as well as HOST to be on site on January 7 th . 


This week, on Monday, I was informed by the ACTA that the Nadeau site is City of LA 
property and that the ACTA must follow City Ordinance 56.11 in addressing the encampment 
(see attached email thread which begins with a December 4 th email from the City Attorney to 
the ACTA). We, myself, Lt. Deedrick, and Measure H outreach supervisors, were informed 
that the plan under 56.11 would call for tearing down all structures and leaving them on the 
site for 90 days, i.e., store them on site in the open, which we feel is somewhat inhuman and 
could lead to a lawsuit. 


Lt. Deedrick, HOST lead, and I informed the ACTA that if this is the plan Measure H funded 
outreach teams and the HOST cannot be on site on January 7 th . As of Monday, Lt. Deedrick 
and I have had two conversations with ACTA staff and the ACTA staff subsequently informed 
their executive director of our need to pull back if the plan is store items on site, in the 
open. ACTA has since agreed to change the plan back to the original agreement, i.e., bring in 
storage units to store all personal items for up to 90 days that cannot be moved on January 
7 th . In addition, Lt. Deedrick and his team have been talking to the homeless persons on site at 
Nadeau this week to identify personal items versus trash and they’ve taken record of said 
conversations. This record will allow the cleaning crew to easily separate trash from personal 
items on January 7 th .

Thanks for participating in today's call to discuss plans for a scheduled CSLA cleanup at Selma Ave. and 
Schrader Blvd. on 1/23. Participants on the call included: CD 13, Mayor's Office, LAHSA, LASAN, BSS, 
LAPD, and the City Attorney's Office. 

We discussed the following: 

• CD 13 has requested a full CSLA cleanup at Selma Ave. and Schrader Blvd. on Wednesday, 1/23. 

• The CSLA cleanup will occur and be posted for a specific time on that day and not a range (e.g., 
between 9am and 12pm). Exact time TBD. 

• The polygon for the cleanup will be prepared by LASAN no later than Monday, 1/7. The polygon will 
be approved and finalized at that time. LAHSA requested this infonnation ASAP to include in outreach 
workers’ messaging. 

• LAHSA outreach workers will immediately begin messaging about the cleanup. LAHSA will coordinate 
with the E6 team to ensure the E6 team's messaging is consistent. (Note: the E6 team participates in 
CD13's regular Monday morning call.) 

• LASAN will add one trash can to the southeast corner of Selma and Schrader and one trash can to the 
southwest corner of Selma and N. Las Palmas Ave. (two blocks west of Schrader). These trash cans, 
along with other new trash cans that were recently added to that area (see attached map), will be 
serviced by LASAN twice weekly to start. 

• LASAN is confirming a 4-yard dumpster will be placed in the area of Selma and Schrader for at least 
one 24-hour period each week. 

• The group agreed there will be regular spot cleanings at Selma and Schrader following the full cleanup 
on 1/23. These spot cleanings will be conducted by LASAN and supported by the LAPD's Hollywood 
CORE Unit as needed (force protection only). 

• The Council Office agreed to explore placing a portable restroom and/or shower services at or near the 
location, and possibly at Blessed Sacrament. The Council Office and Mayor's Office will discuss the 
issue further, including with Blessed Sacrament. 

• The West Bureau HOPE Team will continue its outreach and engagement efforts in the area (per the 
ABH protocols). The HOPE Team will not engage in enforcement activities in the area. 

The group acknowledged the goal of the ABH protocols was to not conduct comprehensive cleanups in Focus 
Areas around ABH facilities during the 120-day period around the opening of an ABH facility, and that CSLA 
cleanups, while not the preferred option, remained a possibility as long as the UHRC Policy Group discussed 
and planned for such an event well in advance. Every partner on the call expressed comfort in the 
aforementioned plan for the scheduled CSLA cleanup on 1/23. 

Finally, the group agreed all spot cleanings - and spot cleaning requests - will be coordinated directly through 
the UHRC.

Matthew I attended the Case Conference Meeting at El Pueblo today. Because of the cold 
weather, breakfast was served indoors. Two female clients that reside there got into a verbal 
dispute. During their dispute a male client became involved and attempted to "keep the 
peace". An additional male client got into a verbal dispute with the male client that came to 
render aid. Both males armed themselves with a metal pipe and a cane and began arguing and 
threatening each other verbally. The El Pueblo Overtime officers were directly across from the 
location, observed the incident and responded within seconds. There was not a physical 
confrontation due to the police presence and their ability to gain cooperation from both parties 
along with the staff. 

Both clients were discharged from the shelter but placed on the interest list for future 
consideration. During the meeting it was discussed that individuals living in the shelter have 
been on edge, feel unsafe and that there has been a lot of tension at the site. Asha Raab 
(Clinical therapist) from the Peoples Concern discussed this tension and expressed the concerns 
about safety with many of their clients. Asha advised that their employees would be getting 
Trauma Informed Conflict Resolution training and the Director (Daniel) advised that they would 
be having a Residents meeting to discuss the incident and reassure the clients that live there. 

There are currently 67 individuals on the interest list. Please let me know if you have any 
questions.

I have been directed to you by Chief Zabilski. 

Briefly, we have a group of homeless people that are living inside a storm drain that is partially 
on city property with the remainder on Cal Trans/State property. The storm drain runs 
underground for roughly 300 feet. The fenced perimeter is in need of repair to secure the area 
from unlawful entry. The location is Olive St and Manchester Ave 

We have responded to this location over the past year approximately twenty times for rubbish 
fires. Most recently, it has been noted that they are taking power illegally from a power pole at 
that location into the storm drain. 
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Major concerns: First; In the event of rain they will be in a location that could bring significant 
injury or death to people inside the storm drain. Second Due to the nature/location of the site 
rodent infestation is obvious; potentially leading to the spread of disease among the homeless 
as well as LAFD members. Third If they become ill or injured, due to the confined location we 
would have to upgrade to a confined space rescue, which by nature is a slow process due to 
procedural necessities that need to be in place as mandated by Cal OSHA before entry can be 
made to effect a rescue. 

Due to the dynamics of the location we can be on scene from 30 minutes to as long as 2 hours 
to extinguish these fires. We have attempted to resolve the matter through The City of Los 
Angeles Public Works, who has mitigated the city part of the issue. However, our Cal Trans 
partners need to secure their property as it once was or there will be no end to this matter.

I wanted to send a quick follow-up email to provide a 
forum for sharing the requested information and to solidify Caltrans' commitment to join / support the City's 
Unified Homelessness Response Center (UHRC) to ensure greater cooperation and communication, particularly 
on current joint cleanup operations. 

Attached please find a copy of two sets of protocols guiding the City's response to homeless encampment 
cleanups in the public right of way (LA Municipal Code 56.11) and on Recreation and Parks properties (LA 
Municipal Code 63.44). We will send copies of our encampment cleanup reports for you to review shortly. 

Please send a copy of the Caltrans protocols for resolving / cleaning homeless encampments at your earliest 
convenience. 

We will convene the next meeting in early January 2019. We will continue discussions about the UHRC and 
improved coordination on current cleanup efforts and engage in further discussion of a blanket permit to allow 
the City to conduct cleanup operations on Caltrans property.

Please see the attached photos. This is in the Schrader Zone very close to a school. Students 
can not walk along the sidewalk and the trash in the area is increasing. One suggestion would 
be a Trash Bin; I know that we are in the 90 Day Protocol but it may be necessary to conduct a 
Rapid Response at this location to mitigate it growing out of control. There are other locations 
in the zone that need this type of attention. I have included the Hollywood Senior Lead Officer 
for this area who advised he is getting an increase in complaints from the Community and 
Businesses. 

If we are able to place bins in the area then maybe LAHSA can help ensure they are utilized 
and educate the unsheltered individuals.

Yesterday Park Rangers went out to the Sepulveda Basin specifically Hjelte Park and removed 1 gallon of 
gasoline, 4 propane tanks and multiple makeshift knives. Because of safety concerns and multiple "booby 
traps" the Rangers did not complete the whole stretch of the basin. LAHSA was at the Sepulveda Basin last 
Friday and made contact with 5 Homeless individuals; they will also be at the location today. There are 
multiple structures, wires, propane tanks, televisions and trash along the entire Basin. LAFD responded to 
this location yesterday (Station 88 Captain Cooper) and his team stated that there are over 400 structures, 
trash, approximately 40 propane tanks, flammables in a small portion of the basin. A small brush fire broke 
out at Hjelte Park on November 12, 2018 which is in the "SBHEC" Zone. 

The UHRC has created an Event using the Salus Mao. The event is titled "Sepulveda Basin Homeless 
Encampment Community (SBHEC)". The stretch of the basin is approx. 3 miles long and Officer Bolor will be 
identifying the areas by Zones (Orange Line Bus Way east to the 405 freeway/ Victory Blvd to the 101 
Freeway). Recreation and Parks has advised that the majority of this land belongs to the US Army Corps 
which the City has an MOA with. 

Lt. Wong of LA Sanitation is extremely knowledgeable about this location. The UHRC went to this location on 
September 24, 2018 along with Sanitation, LAHSA and the OVB HOPE team. There are difficult terrain 
challenges, and some areas can not be reached by vehicle. I would suggest that we have an "All hands on 
Deck" approach and meeting with all of the various City partners (LAPD HOPE, LASAN, Rec and Parks, US 
Army Corps, LAHSA, LAFD, DWP) and whomever else you think will add to addressing this long standing 
concern. I am also open to your thoughts and suggestions. I attached a write that was completed by 
Sanitation when the UHRC visited Zone 1 of the SBHEC which also has photos.

Thank you for participating in yesterday's Joint City/County Typhus Task Force update call. 

Present on the call: representatives from the Mayor's Office / UHRC, LA County Department of Public Health, 

LASAN, LAPD, LAFD, LAHSA, BSS, SAN, General Services, and EMD. 

Subsequent to the call, DPH reported that, as of 11/13, there are a total of 31 flea-borne typhus cases across 

the City of Los Angeles. The number of cases in the DTLA area remains at 12. 

Departments also provided the following updates: 

• LASAN continues its comprehensive cleaning efforts in the expanded Operation Healthy Streets Zone. 
By this Friday, LASAN will have completed its first full cycle. LAHSA outreach workers have been 
accompanying OHS teams during their scheduled cleanups. 

• LASAN continues collecting trash twice a day throughout the affected area. LAPD has been supporting 
the cleanups. 

• BSS continues to coordinate pest control efforts. To date, the pest control contractor has treated 317 
burrows. The contractor has also hired a Pest Control Advisor, who is helping them develop a more 
comprehensive strategy. That report is due to BSS by today, Wednesday, 11/14. 

• The UHRC will continue to facilitate the work of and convene the Task Force. 

Please let me know if you have any questions, or if I have missed (or misstated) anything from the meeting. We 

will plan another follow-up call within the next two weeks.

I'm sorry but the authorization process alone takes at absolute minimum two weeks, usually the 
fastest I can make it happen is 3 weeks, and 4/5 weeks is more standard. 

The process for a posted clean up is the request goes in, LASAN responds to do a site evaluation 
and pings LAHSA, LAHSA needs to attempt to demonstrate rendering of services by visiting the site 
3 documented times, they convey back authorization, the interdepartmental team needs to schedule 
this into their operations (usually the team is only in our council district two or three days a month), 
and then there needs to be a posting around the area 3 days in advance. 


I know some neighbors might post that work will be done in an area at a given time and that has been 
useful at encouraging people to move at that time but a posted sanitation clean up is sort of a heavy 
lift that requires weeks notice and is according to the interdepartmental clean up crew's schedule 
(which doesn't usually include weekends).

Hello Lt. Tingirides, 

I was the Watershed lead for working HOPE Central - El Pueblo on Wednesday October 24 and 
Thursday October 25. 

While the majority of encampments observed had their "tents down" during the operation, I was 
concerned with the number of tents that were not fully in compliance. 

Watershed's non-written definition of a fully deconstructed tent is, ALL personal property must 
be taken out of the tents & pushed to the side, and the tents must be folded as close to 'factory 
condition’ (ie folded up very small and tightly) as possible. This rule is to ensure that all bulky 
items, contaminated personal property and health hazards are properly removed and disposed of 
per LAMC 56.11. This means that just 'taking the poles out' of the tents and keeping all the 
personal property inside is NOT fully LAMC 56.11 compliant. 

I did not enforce this rule last week since we're still on a 'soft roll out' of enforcement. But once 
enforcement is allowed to increase, and if I'm assigned to El Pueblo for HOPE, I will want to 
enforce the 'fully deconstructed’ rule. If these tents are unattended, I would fully process the 
encampment, meaning that I would either store or discard the personal property and leave 
nothing behind on the sidewalk. If those tents are attended, then I’d give the occupant time to 
comply, and he/she would pull out everything from his/her tent and fold the tent up tightly.

Update from Joint City/County Typhus Task Force, 10/19 


Thank you for participating in today's Joint City/County Typhus Task Force update call. 

Present on the call: representatives from the Mayor's Office, LASAN, LAPD, LAHSA, BSS, SAN, EMD, and 
the Department of Animal Services. 

The UHRC connected with the LA County Department of Public Health after the conference call. According to 
DPH, there are now 11 flea-borne typhus cases in the DTLA area; however, the last case is a person who 
works in the DTLA area, but does not live there and is not homeless. DPH will release the latest number of 
confirmed cases throughout the City on Monday, October 22, 2018. 

Departments also provided the following updates: 

• LASAN met with local BIDs to assess the impact of the expanded OHS cleaning schedule on 
businesses. LASAN will work closely with the BIDs and their members to minimize the impact of the 
new schedule on businesses. The schedule will be finalized on Monday, 10/22, and shared with the Task 
Force. 

• LASAN has been collecting trash twice a day throughout the affected area. LAPD has been supporting 
the cleanups—not on an overtime basis. 

• LAPD reported the Central Area Community Police Station was being treated today for fleas. 

• BSS is coordinating pest control efforts, which will begin on Monday, 10/22. The pest control contractor 
will return to treated area daily to remove any dead rodents and monitor the treated burrows. (LASAN 
will only perfonn spot cleanings and not wash the sidewalks down with bleach solution. The sidewalks 
and areas around the burrows must be kept dry for the pest control efforts to be effective.) 

• The Department of Animal Services has helped to distribute free flea medicine to 100 animals in the 
last two weeks. Animal Services posted infonnation about flea-bome typhus on its website. The 
department will post infonnation about its Wednesday clinic to distribute flea medicine on its website as 
soon as possible. 
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• LAHSA shared information about the pest control chemicals (Ditrac for the rodents & Delta Dust for 
the fleas) with individuals experiencing homelessness and shelters and missions in the affected area. 
LAHSA has also distributed free flea collars to clients with pets in the affected area. 

• EMD will continue to support the work of the Task Force and disseminate general information and 
updates from Task Force partners. 

• The UHRC will continue to facilitate the work of and convene the Task Force.

Hello HOPE Leadership Team, 

I have spoken to most you about this subject but I wanted to make sure you are all in the loop. Over the past 
few weeks there have been multiple cancellations due to minimum staffing from the Watershed Teams. LA 
Sanitation has advised that they had someone retire, some folks out sick the Extended Typhus Zone Clean 
Ups, the daily El Pueblo Enhanced Clean Up Zone and that they are simply short handed and can not staff all 
the Bureaus, So far here is the break down of cancellations for each of your teams since October 1, 2018: 

OSB HOPE-5 Times 
OWB HOPE-4 Times 
OVB HOPE-5 Times 

OCB HOPE-1 Time (Due to the El Pueblo Bridge Home; less cancellations) 
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Starting on October 9, 2018 we began to have two Bureaus a day get cancelled. The UHRC is keeping track of 
the cancellations and trying to keep it equal and fair for each of your teams. If you have exigent 
circumstances, special media requests please let us know and we will coordinate with LA Sanitation to try and 
keep you scheduled. It is my understanding that Sanitation is in the process of interviewing and hiring new 
members and by January they will have a total of 21 teams, right now they have 9 teams currently trained 
and three teams in training. As each Bridge Home site opens, those locations will become your focus and 
your teams may only be doing Rapid Response once a week. 

The next Bridge Home sites are in Hollywood (January) and Rampart Division (December; I just learned of this 
Rampart location today). As I get more information, I will do my best to communicate with you all and keep 
you in the loop. The HOPE Teams posture for the Bridge Home sites have been communication, education, 
warnings and protection for the Sanitation crews. I know it is frustrating and I appreciate your 
patience. PLEASE let me know if I can do anything else to help you and your Teams.

Update from Joint City/County Typhus Task Force Meeting, 10/9

Thank you for participating in the Joint City/County Typhus Task Force meeting on Tuesday, October 9th. 

Present at the meeting were representatives from: the Mayor's Office, LAHSA, the City's Bureau of Street 
Services and Bureau of Sanitation, LAPD, LAFD, EMD, CAO, the General Services Department, the 
Department of Animal Services, and the LA County Department of Public Health. Although the City's 
Recreation and Parks Department was not present at the meeting, they are an important partner, in part because 
of parks located in Skid Row within the Zone that will need to be treated. 

Attached please find maps of the County-designated Typhus Zone and the expanded LASAN Operation Healthy 
Streets cleaning area. 

Each department provided an overview of their current efforts and operational assessment, and discussed their 
specific role going forward. 

• The "County-designated Typhus Zone," as defined by LA County Department of Public Health 
(LAC-DPH) includes: S. Spring Street to the west; E. 3rd Street to the north; S. Alameda Street to the 
east; and E. 7th Street to the south. 

• The Mayor's Office will prioritize treatment for pests at the ReFresh Spot, which is within the Typhus 
Zone. (This location was not specifically discussed during Tuesday's meeting but it is a priority location 
for the Mayor's Office.) 

• LAC-DPH reported the three primary factors contributing to the issue are: (1) ample food source (food 
on the ground); (2) rodent / rat harborage; and (3) overflowing trash cans. 

• LAC-DPH (Brenda Lopez) will connect the County's Department of Agriculture and the LA County 
and the Greater Los Angeles County Vector Control District for possible additional support, resources, 
or guidance. 

• In addition to report from LAC-DPH, LASAN reported 25 active rat burrows / dens in the Typhus Zone, 
significant trash on the ground and overflowing trash cans, at least 20 animals (18 dogs and 2 cats), 
more than 50 homeless encampments, and a number of areas of standing water. 
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• LASAN has agreed to conduct more regular comprehensive cleanings in an expanded cleaning area to 
match the Typhus Zone. The expanded cleaning zone is approximately 300 acres, an increase from 100 
acres previously, and will be cleaned every four weeks. Full implementation of the new cleaning 
schedule will begin on Monday, 10/15, at a cost of (overtime) $300,000.. 

• LASAN will begin collecting trash twice a day throughout the Typhus Zone. LAPD will provide force 
protection, especially during Daylight Savings when it gets dark in the early evening. 

• LASAN will add more trash cans throughout the Typhus Zone. LASAN has already added at least 55 
trash cans as of Tuesday, 10/9. LAC-DPH will work with LASAN to identify and select the type and 
location of trash cans to minimize contributing to further rodent infestations. 

• LAPD reported the Central Area Community Police Station needs to be treated for pests. Subsequent to 
Tuesday's meeting, a pest control company hired by the City conducted a walk-through of the station 
with Central Area personnel. The contractor determined the station needed to be fumigated for fleas. 
Fumigation will take place on Friday, 10/19. 

• LAFD will report back to the Mayor's Office if its Skid Row Fire Station #9 needs to be evaluated for 
fleas and pests. 

• The Department of Animal Services, in partnership with the Inner City Law Center and Downtown 
Dog Rescue, will make flea and tick treatment available for free for up to 100 pets each week starting 
today, Wednesday, 10/10. Animal Services will hold an event every Wednesday, and possibly twice a 
week depending on demand and availability. 

• The General Services Department will assist departments in working with a contracted pest control 
company to begin immediate treatment in the Typhus Zone to address the flea population. 

• LAC-DPH and LAHSA have notified all homeless shelters countywide about the outbreak. The 
Department of Animal Services notified the City's six animal shelters, as well. 

• LAHSA will continue its targeted outreach and engagement in Skid Row through the multi-disciplinary 
teams (MDTs) and C3 team to pass along information to their clients. LASHA will also attempt to 
engage with and educate faith groups that bring food into Skid Row. Finally, LAHSA will work to 
authorize outstanding 3-1-1 service requests (SRs) from within the Typhus Zone ASAP. 

• The Bureau of Street Services will increase the frequency of street sweepings in the Typhus Zone, and 
will coordinate with LASAN to ensure the sweepings follow the comprehensive cleanups to maximize 
their impact. 

• The Bureau of Street Services, in close coordination with LAC-DPH and other City departments, will 
develop and immediately implement a plan to reduce the rat population in the Typhus Zone, including 
fixing sidewalks and tree planters. This will include flea dusting, baiting or poisoning rats, and plugging 
active rat burrows. 

• EMD will continue to disseminate general information and updates from Task Force partners. 

• EMD will schedule the next Joint City/County Typhus Task Force conference call for Monday or 
Tuesday of next week. 

• The CAO will check with the State to detennine if the City's Typhus-response-related activities and 
expenditures are eligible for the State's one-time Homeless Emergency Aid Program (HEAP) funds. 

• Finally, all of the above will be coordinated through the City's Unified Homelessness Response 
Center. The information and data will be mapped using SALUS and made available to Task Force 
partners.

Dear Mr. Bonin, 


For the past year, we have pleaded with your office and the city to help us combat what has 
become a daily struggle in the blocks surrounding our offices. In addition to numerous 
residential properties on our street, the area houses a number of technology, media and other 
businesses that clearly contribute to the economic wellbeing of Venice and surrounding area. I 
have been a property owner and have run my business in the area for over 20 years and have 
never seen the type of rapid decline that has gripped the area over the past year. Over the past 20 
years, I’ve had a front-row seat to what it’s taken to turn Venice into a hip, creative and 
culturally diverse area and can’t help but think that we’re quickly and perhaps irrevocably 
descending into an uninhabitable hell. My employees have been harassed, threatened and abused, 
and our entire area confronts the daily task of dealing with human feces, garbage and sidewalks 
blocked by mattresses and other debris. 
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I employ over 100 full and part-time employees in Venice and ask nothing more than for the City 
to help us deal with the issue that your policies create. The “Green Zone” designation in our area 
has given license to vehicle dwellers and other individuals to simply disregard any reasonable 
request made by the business owners and residents. I am repeatedly told whenever I respectfully 
try to confront issues to “fuck off” by vehicle dwellers and homeless individuals who believe 
that the Green Zone designation is a license to do whatever they like. As an employer, I have a 
fundamental responsibility to provide a safe working environment for the company’s employees, 
something that is made difficult by never knowing who is living in the vehicle outside our door 
and the never-ending health risks posed by the garbage, feces and needles that we encounter 
regularly. When we do call the police, we rarely get response and are forced to deal with 
situation on our own. 


I called the police about an hour ago to report a serious issue outside of our building and will 
wait to see if we get any response (so far, nothing). Ironically, when I mentioned to dispatch that 
these individuals had been reported to parking enforcement several times, she said that “parking 
enforcement has been instructed not to address vehicle dwelling since there is a chance that such 
interaction can lead to confrontation between our officers and these individuals”, something that 
my employees are forced to deal with each and every day. Equally frustrating is that if one of my 
employees inadvertently parks on the street during the posted hours for street cleaning, they are 
ticketed, something that doesn’t happen to vehicular dwellings regardless of the time, day or 
duration of their stay. Aren’t we all entitled to equal protection under the law and the premise 
that enforcement is handled in a unifonn manner without selective preference to any group or 
individual? It’s clearly not the case in Venice where law-abiding citizens selectively face 
enforcement for minor infractions (expired tags, parking a foot into the red, etc.) when the same 
infractions by vehicle-dwellers face little or no enforcement whatsoever. 


The City’s inaction is making this problem worse and the lack of enforcement is emboldening 
even more egregious behavior and an expanding list of issues. Giving lip service to “striking a 
balance” with respect to the needs of the homeless, business owners and residents does nothing 
to solve the very real problems that we face each and every day. City services that are supposed 
to take days often take weeks if not months. We have requested graffiti removal at the end of our 
street for the past two-months with no response from the city and recently had an abandoned 
vehicle that took nearly two-months to remove. If the City is going to create a “Green Zone”, 
isn’t it up to the City to deal with the fallout? 


I have repeatedly made requests to your office arrange a time for a meeting with the businesses 
in our area to discuss these issues and the options that exist. To date, we have not received any 
substantive response which leads me to believe that inaction will continue to remain the SOP. I 
hope that I’m wrong and that your office will take the time to address these issues.

Good Morning, 

Thank you for participating in the CENTCOM homelessness meeting with Mayor Garcetti on Thursday, 9/27. 
At the meeting, we discussed speeding up the process for siting and building bridge housing facilities across the 
City and managing these projects through a single website. Specifically, we discussed the following: 

1. A Bridge Home Project Management Website - Per the Mayor's direction, last Thursday's meeting was the 
first "CompStat-style" project management meeting. The City Engineer, Gary Lee Moore, and Deputy City 
Engineer, Ted Allen, demonstrated the online A Bridge Home project management website. All City 
departments are expected to use the website and keep it up-to-date. The Mayor asked that the LAPD (Senior 
Lead Officers) and LAFD (Rescue Ambulances) have the ability to add comments in each project field. Also, 
BOE will add timelines from the CAO's "tracker" to include 90 days before and 30 days after a site is projected 
to open. 

The website is: abridgehome.lacity.org (no "www"). You and your staff all have accounts.

• First-time password: newuser (the site will prompt you to change your password) 

2. Further Consideration of 7600 Tyrone Ave. - The Mayor asked DWP directly to reconsider using a portion 
of the proposed Tyrone Ave. site, which is approximately 753,000 sq. ft., for a temporary bridge housing 
facility. DWP is developing the site for a water plant/facility, but it won't break ground for nearly two years. 

The Mayor's Office is planning a walk-through of the site with CD2 - and DWP - within the week or two. DWP 
(Marty Adams) will continue discussions internally. 

3. Remediation of 5800 S. Figueroa St. - DWP will provide an actual soil / site remediation schedule for the 
proposed site at 5800 S. Figueroa ASAP. DWP committed to covering the full cost of remediation. 
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4. Additional Sites and Issues - Staff and departments presented status updates for all current A Bridge Home 
sites under consideration, planning, or construction. The Mayor offered to assist with discussions and efforts 
regarding several proposed sites, including 828 Eubank Ave. (CD 15), 515 N. Beacon St. (CD 15), and 5161 
Sepulveda Blvd. (CD4). The Mayor's Office of City Services was going to help facilitate meetings or calls with 
the State (Tidelands), Caltrans, and possibly with Colonel Gibbs, the outgoing Colonel of the Anny Corps in 
Southern California. 

Follow-up Items from the 8/20 CENTCOM: 

• Emergency Hiring Plan - The Mayor directed his staff and the City Engineer to develop a plan for 
hiring staff and consultants to help manage the process for siting and building bridge housing facilities 
across the City. The Mayor's Office also included GSD in this plan. The Mayor's Office will present the 
hiring plans to the CAO as soon as possible. 

• Mayor's Office and LAHSA Data Sharing Agreement - The Mayor directed his staff and LAHSA to 
execute a data sharing agreement. The Agreement was fully executed on September 18, 2018. 

• Homeless Encampment Engagement, Triage, and Trash Removal Protocols - The Mayor approved 
the proposed encampment protocols, with minor modifications. Following the meeting, the City 
Attorney's Office provided additional input and edits. The final version is currently under review. 

Please add to or revise your respective commitments by COB on Thursday, October 4th. If we do not hear 
from you by then, we will assume that our restatement is accurate and will hold you to these commitments.

Two of the men later 
died, while the third remains in critical condition.

On Thursday morning, 39-year-old Steven Craze Jr., a father of two, was found beaten to 
death under the Santa Monica Pier .

Surveillance video of the suspect in the downtown attacks has been released. The suspect is 
described as a white or Hispanic man, 30 to 40 years old with bowed legs and a distinctive 
gait. 

“I think we’re looking at people that are just isolated, and he’s trying to find some property 
of value, possibly money,” LAPD Capt. William Hayes told reporters Monday. 

It is unclear if investigators believe the attacks in Santa Monica and Venice are linked to 
those in downtown L.A.

Good Morning, 

Thank you for participating in Monday's CENTCOM meeting with Mayor Garcetti and Councilmember 
O’Farrell. In addition to the thoughtful discussion and analysis, there were a number of concrete commitments 
made that will help us move expeditiously to build shelters in El Pueblo, Hollywood, and across the City and 
begin planning the deployment of resources and strategies according to protocol. 

As was discussed, a key component of the CENTCOM framework is accountability and data, follow through, 
and follow up. Below is our restatement of the five (5) commitments and action items discussed and agreed 
upon during the meeting. They are as follows: 

1. Emergency Hiring Plan - The Mayor directed his staff and the City's Chief Engineer to report back in one 
week with an immediate plan for hiring staff and consultants to help speed up the planning, pre-development, 
and construction process for temporary homeless shelters across the City. 

2. 1533 Schrader Ave. Focus Area - The Mayor and Councilmember O'Farrell approved the proposed Focus 
Area for the Schrader Ave. shelter. The outer boundaries of the Focus Area include: Highland to the west; 
Franklin to the north; Western to the east; and Melrose to the south. The larger Focus Area comprises three 
enhanced outreach zones, which will receive lighter enforcement by LASAN, and the Special Enforcement & 
Cleaning Zone, which will receive enhanced services thirty days after the shelter opens. The enhanced services 
will include four days a week of HOPE Teams and one day a week of comprehensive street and sidewalk 
cleaning — Clean Streets L.A. 

3. "CENTCOM CompStat" - The Mayor directed his staff, with support from the City's Chief Engineer, to 
quickly implement "CENTCOM CompStat" to help ensure Departments reduce bottlenecks and adhere to the 
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aggressive construction timeline outlined in Executive Directive No. 24. The Mayor also directed City 
departments to comply with guidance and direction from the Bureau of Engineering as though the Bureau and 
the City's Chief Engineer were speaking on behalf of the Mayor and Mayor's Office. 

4. Mayor's Office and LAHSA Data Sharing Agreement - The Mayor directed his staff and LAHSA to 
execute a data sharing agreement by no later than Friday, August 24th. 

5. Homeless Encampment Engagement, Triage, and Trash Removal Protocols - The Mayor approved the 
proposed encampment protocols, with minor modifications. The City Attorney's Office is currently reviewing 
these protocols. A copy of the revised draft protocols is attached. 

Please add to or revise your respective commitments by COB on Thursday, August 23rd . If we do not hear from 
you by then, we will assume that our restatement is accurate and will hold you to that.

Thanks for participating in yesterday's UHRC Policy Group meeting. We discussed the UHRC's ongoing 
operations, the draft encampment protocols, and criteria to triage and prioritize requests for assistance. 

UHRC Operations: 

• The UHRC continued its operations, from 7am to 5pm, Monday - Thursday. The UHRC has also been 
receiving an increasing number of requests for assistance and coordination from LAHSA, Council 
Offices, departments, etc. 

• The Policy Group has been happy with the UHRC Daily Activities Email and had no additional input for 
additional infonnation or changes. 

• The Policy Group continued its discussion of criteria for how to triage and prioritize requests for 
assistance. A draft will be circulated to the Policy Group at a future meeting. HSAC is working to 
develop an index of the criteria within the SALUS platfonn, as well. The group discussed consideration 
of the following factors from last week, as well as an additional item from this week: 

o A Bridge Home Shelters / Special Enforcement & Cleaning Zones 
o Very High Fire Hazard Severity Zones (VHFHSZ) 
o Vulnerable Populations, which are defined by LAHSA as: 

■ Families with infants 

■ Older adults above age 70 

■ People with physical disabilities 

■ Survivors of Intimate Partner Violence 

■ Transitional Age Youth 18-24 

o Proximity to Sensitive Locations (e.g., schools, licensed daycare facilities, etc.) 
o ADA Enforcement and Access to Private Property (e.g., driveways and businesses) 
o Proximity to Disability Centers and Clinics 
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o 


Violent Crime at the Location (e.g., Venice & Globe location in CD11) 


SALUS: 

• LAFD has provided the UHRC with access to VHFHSZ and HFSZ. 

• LASAN has provided the UHRC with access to its encampment indexing data (not public facing) 

• HSAC is continuing to work on rolling out the app City-wide within the next month or two.. 

Training: 

• On Monday, July 30th, The People Concern provided trauma-informed care training to the UHRC staff. 
We received very positive feedback from participants. In fact, we are looking for opportunities to 
provide TPC's training to additional sections and divisions within departments, specifically the LAPD. 

• On Monday, August 6th, the City Attorney's Office and LASAN will provide L.A.M.C. 56.11 Training 
to the UHRC staff. 

• The Mayor's Office is working with LAHSA to provide outreach practices and protocols training and the 
Strauss Institute at Pepperdine to provide conflict resolution training to the UHRC staff at future dates in 
August. 

Encampment Protocols: 

• On Wednesday and Thursday, the Mayor's Office received feedback on the draft protocols from the City 
Attorney's Office, LAPD, and officials from the County — LAHSA, DHS, DMH, and Office of 
Homeless Initiative. The Mayor's Office will incorporate as much of the input as possible and send the 
revised version to the Policy Group for review by the next meeting on 8/9. 

Future Agenda Items for the UHRC Policy Group: 

• A Bridge Home Messaging (requested by CD4, CD11, & CD13, who were all at Thursday's meeting). 
The CDs requested the Mayor's Communications Team be involved in the discussion. The Mayor's 
Office and CAO agreed to share a FAQ document for A Bridge Home that is currently being developed. 
Several council offices mentioned they, too, have developed FAQ documents for A Bridge Home. 

• The Mobile Pit Stop Program , including a discussion of how the bathroom attendants can use or 
coordinate with the UHRC. 

• RV Voucher Program - LASAN is partnering with private and City RV disposal stations to provide 
vouchers as a supplemental service for individuals living in RVs who are enrolled in services for 
housing placement. 

• A Bridge Home "Pop Up" Information Booths that may feature virtual tours of proposed shelters.. 

Additional: 

• Several members of the group discussed remarks made by Mr. Edward Jenkins, a Pit Stop Ambassador, 
at the Special Homelessness and Poverty Committee Meeting on Wednesday, August 1st. Mr. Jenkins is 
a bathroom attendant at the Venice Beach Pit Stop location and spoke about the positive impact the 
program has had on his life and the lives of other ambassadors and users of the bathrooms. Here is a li nk 
to his remarks: Agenda Item #6 (Mr. Jenkins' testimony begins at minute 21:30):
